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TREASURER RESIGNS. 


W. D. Card, of the United Box Board and 
Paper Company, Gives Up Office. 


Mr. Card Had Been in the Position but a Few Months, Having 
Succeeded Mr. Stettinius—It Is Reported That the Financial 
Troubles of the Company Influenced His Action. 


At a meeting of the board of directors of the United Box 
Board and Paper Company, at the general offices of the company, 
111 Broadway, New York, on Saturday of last week, W. D. Card, 
treasurer and a director in the company, resigned, and P, F. 
Griffin was elected treasurer and a director to fill the vacancy 
Mr. Griffin was formerly assistant treasurer. No definite informa- 
tion could be had as to why Mr. Card resigned, but it is sup- 
posed that the present dissensions among the stockholders over the 
financial affairs of the company had something to do with his 
resignation. It is said that Mr. Card had been contemplating 
such a move for some time. 

Rumors were current in certain circles in Wall Street that Mr 
Card had also disposed of his holdings of stock in the company 
The management announced after the directors’ meeting that the 
board had approved a plan by which it is proposed to liquidate the 
company’s floating indebtedness of $850,000, and that the details of 
the plan will be submitted to the stockholders for their considera 
tion in the form of a circular, which will be mailed to them in a 
few days. 

It is evident from this statement that O. C. Barber, the presi 
dent, and the directors of the company do not intend to make 
any concessions to the 10,000 minority stockholders, headed by 
Sidney Mitchell, of Chicago, and drastic measures may be taken 
by the Mitchell contingent unless the management decides to con 
sider their requests within the near future. Counsel for the dissat 
isfied stockholders announced on Monday that the three plans to 
reorganize and refinance the company submitted by these share 
holders last week had been rejected by the Barber interests 

A general reorganization plan for the United Box Board and 
Paper Company has been under active discussion for several 
weeks, but the directors previously have taken no official action 
on such a proposal. When President Barber and the other direct 
ors held their meetings in New York last week they intimated 
that they were devoting themselves almost entirely to devising a 
means of paying off the company’s floating debt. This liquidation 
of the floating indebtedness, according to the present management's 
plan, is to be accomplished by the sale of part or all of the stock 
of the American Straw Board Company, now in the treasury of 
the United Box Board and Paper Company. The stockholders 
in the box board company will be given an opportunity to sub- 
scribe for these straw board shares, but if these stocks are not 
taken by the box board stockholders provision has been made t¢ 
sell them to an underwriting syndicate. 

The contents of the circular, which will be mailed to the stock- 


holders this week, has not been made public as yet, but it is be- 


heved that it has been formulated along the sam ines as has 
been outlined above President Barber has gone to his home in 
\kron, Ohio, and General Manager Fleming stated that no further 
action would be taken by the board of directors of the company 
until replies from the stockholders had been received expressing 
their views upon this proposed plan 


United Box Board Finances.

Fluctuations in Box Board Securities in 1906.

September 22. This is an encouraging increase, as the stock last 
year fluctuated between 16 and 18. Out of the $323.000 bond is 
sue of the same corporation 13,000 shares were sold at figures 
varying from 997g on May 2 to 100% on January 31.

United Box Board and Paper Company’s stock struck low water 
mark for the year in the month of December. Each issue of com 
mon and preferred stock amounts to $14,771,459.

The Regular Monthly Session of the Executive Board Was Held 
at the Waldorf-Astoria, New York, Last Week—The Dis- 
cussion Was Chiefly Confined to Airing Troubles. 


The regular monthly meeting of the executive board of the 
Manila and Fibre Association was held from Thursday until 
Saturday of last week at the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, New York. 
For weeks previous to this meeting rumors were in 
circulation to the effect that prices would be advanced again, 
but when the board had adjourned on Saturday no action had 
been taken on the question of advancing prices to a_ higher 
figure, the manufacturers believing that the market for these 
grades of paper was in such a prosperous condition at present 
that there was no necessity for making any further advances at 
this time. 

The discussion was confined almost entirely to the situation 
in the raw material market, the shortage of cars and the con- 
tinued low water at many points. These are the questions which 
are uppermost in the manufacturer's mind at the present time 
They are all wondering when the prices on all classes of raw 
materials are going to stop advancing. They are at a loss to 
know when the railroads intend to give them a sufficient number 
of cars to ship their paper to their customers, and lastly when 
the water conditions are going to return to a more normal 
Status. 

All the manufacturers are satisfied with the present state of 
the market, and nearly all of them have enough orders on their 
books to keep their mills running full for several months or 
more, and all taken at good prices. The demand nevertheless 
continues uninterrupted, and in a good many instances the mills 
have had to actually refuse new business. Consumers are per- 
sistent in their demands for paper for prompt delivery, but the 
mills will not guarantee immediate shipment under the existing 
conditions. The manufacturers have figured out their present 
cost of production and compared it with their cost account of 
three months ago, and all have discovered that this cost has 
greatly increased. Some of the manufacturers say that their 
cost sheet shows an increase of nearly 50 per cent. Pulp 
is very scarce, and what is to be had cannot be transported to 
the mills for lack of cars. 

Prices on ground wood are higher now than they have been 
in years, and with the supply of wood diminishing rapidly the 
cost of pulp is not very apt to decrease in the future. While 
the scarcity of sulphite has been relieved in part by the resump- 
tion of operations at the Burgess mill, it is not believed that 
this article can be bought as low in the future as it has in the 
past, as it is governed in many ways by much the same changes 
as are now affecting the ground wood market. The three tour 
system is being gradually adopted by the manufacturers, and 
in some cases wages as well have been increased about 10 per 
cent. These are probably the most important of the troubles 
which the mills are now compelled to struggle with, and judg- 
ing from the present outlook for the manufacturing end of the 
paper cannot recede to the old basis without 
entailing a heavy loss to the manufacturers who might be fool- 
ish enough to start another price cutting war.

The recent rains and soft weather generally are responsible for 
it. All the mills are drawing everything they can, and there is a 
certainty of unlimited water power all winter. Considerable talk 
has been indulged in hereabouts lately concerning the probable 
management of the high water to be expected next spring, On 
account of the attitude taken by Oshkosh and Fond du Lac in 
compelling the rescinding of the Government’s permission to the 
manufacturers for the use of flushboards on the Menasha dam 
there has been talk that the manufacturers might retaliate by 
refusing next spring to open the sluices in the Neenah dam, 
over which the Government has no control. This would result 
in decreasing by more than half the amount of water heretofore 
sluiced during the spring freshet, and would result in practically 
drowning out Oshkosh and Fond du Lac. While there may be 
some hot-headed ones among the manufacturers who would like 
to have some such action as this taken, it may be stated quite 
confidently that there is little likelihood of its being done, as the 
consequences might be very serious. Oshkosh and Fond du Lac 
certainly need a lesson for their sins, but this might be too severe 
a one Fox River. 


$1,000,000 Bond Issue of Champion Fibre Co. All Taken.

Dayton, Ohio, December 18, 1906.—As stated in last week's 
Parer Trave JourNAL, the issue of $1,000,000 6 per cent. cumula- 
tive preferred stock ‘of the Champion Fibre Company would be 
offered for public subscription at the Union Savitigs Bank, Cin- 
cinnati. It did not take long to exhaust the issue, as the bank 
officers announced at the close of the day that all stock had been 
taken. This stock was sold at $110 per share, and begins drawing 
dividends January 1, 1907. It is understood that all subscribers 
who have taken 100 shares or under will secure the full allotment. 

The Champion Fibre Company is an enterprise furthered by 
Miami Valley mill men and capitalists. Already the big plant is 
well under construction at Canton, N. C. Peter G. Thomson, who 
is at the head of the Champion Coated Paper Company, of Ham- 
ilton, is the president of the Champion Fibre Company, and will 
be its executive head. The latter company has a ten year contract 
to supply the former with the raw products used in the Miami 
Valley coating and paper mill.

A New Talc Company for Gouverneur, N. Y.

Gouverneur, N. Y., December 18, 1906.—The tale industry is 
taking on new impetus this week. It is now known that a new 
mill is to be erected by Frank N. Freeman, of this town. Mr. 
Freeman has organized and incorporated a new company with a 
capital stock of $100,000, composed of Boston and New York 
parties. He has purchased the Sullivan water power about half 
a mile above Dolgeville, where the erection of a power station 
will be immediately undertaken. The site for the mill has been 
located on Mr. Freeman’s farm adjacent to the Freeman mine. 
The water power has a fall of about 27 feet and_ will 
furnish 600 horse power. Here will be generated the electricity 
which will be transmitted to the mill to run the motors for the 
The Freeman mine is now operated by the International 
Tale Company under a provisional contract. It is understood that 
the International will surrender the lease. It has been supplying 
the United States Tale Company's mill from this mine. but will 
hereafter do so from its own mines. The Freeman mine is con- 
sidered by tale experts to be the most valuable find of tale yet dis- 
covered and has an almost inexhaustible supply. he new mill 
will be fireproof and have a capacity of 75 tons of ground 
tale per day, placing it in rank with the largest in the country. 

The International Tale Company has installed two new grind- 
ing cylinders in the United States mill at Dolgeville, and this im- 
provement has increased the output of ground talc.

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BOOK MEN MEET IN BOSTON. 
“Trade Customs’’ Well Received—No Concerted Action Against 
the Jobbers or Any Negotiations in Regard to Pooling. 


the book paper manufacturers was held on 
Wednesday of last week in Boston to consider market conditions 
and the revision of certain clauses of the recently adopted “Trade 
Customs.” All the large manufacturers were present. The clauses 
under consideration and the changes, if any, could not be ascer- 
tained. In an interview with the manager of one of the book 
mills who attended the meeting of the Book Division of the Ameri- 
can Paper and Pulp Association at Boston on Wednesday of last 
week he said that a very large percentage of the book paper 
manufacturers of this country was represented. The consensus 
of opinion said, that the “Trade Customs” recently 
adopted were being well received by consumers and dealers alike. 
and that these regulations in regard to packing and other details 
had come to stay because they were just and right for both sides, 
they having been thoroughly tried and appsoved by manufactur- 
ers and dealers in foreign countries and had become necessary here 
on account of the continually increasing cost of making and ship- 
ping paper. 

In reply to an inquiry as to the position of the jobbers our 
informant stated that there never had been any concerted action 
against jobbers and he did not think any one desired. to wage 
any war of that kind; that at recent meetings nothing in this di- 
rection had been said. 

Another report which the gentleman desired to deny was the 
report which had been circulated more or less that negotiations 
were on in regard to pooling or consolidation. He said this sub- 
ject had not been mentioned in his presence, except by people 
making inquiries, and that it would be safe to say that no such 
undertaking is contemplated.

Connecticut River Navigation. 

Winpsor Locks, Conn., December 18, 1906.—One of the principal 
topics of conversation at the Locks just now is the report of the 
Army Board of Review, in which the board holds that an expendi- 
ture of $1,465,000 in improving navigation between Springfield 
and Hartford is justified, but that no additional expense, such as 
compensation for alleged damages to the works or rights of the 
Connecticut River Improvement Company, which owns the canal 
and water power rights, should be incurred. If such expenditure 
cannot be avoided, and if there should not be free cession to the 
national Government of the company’s rights, the board recom- 
mends that the Government do nothing. The plan approved by the 
board is that of using the canal and of dredging thé river. 

The officers and stockholders in the company concerned and the 
owners of the mills operated by the water power from the canal 
naturally do not warmly approve the report, especially when they 
consider that their attorneys have placed the damages that could 
be exacted at $2,000,000. Those who are familiar with the naviga- 
tion fights of years past and those who sincerely believe that it is 
a crying shame that the thousands of people who live along the 
banks of the river above Windsor Locks have no waterway to the 
Sound are encouraged, for they believe that by dredging and tap- 
ping the canal navigation can be made a fact, and that all this can 
be done without seriously impairing the water power rights. They 
believe this plan to be the most feasible yet advanced, and hope 
to see it carried out. They say that below the foot of the canal 

“there is no rock, so that dredging will be inexpensive, and the 
only expense—and that, of course, a heavy one—will come when 
the rocky ledges between the foot of the canal and the railroad 
bridge, where the canal would probably be tapped, are attacked. 
These men remember that the canal was built by charter granted 
wh 1824 for navigation purposes only, and that the first boat to ply 


. the canal ran up to Bellows Falls in 1829. 


They also see no reason 
why the canal cannot be enlarged so as to float good sized boats 
and at the same time supply ample water power to care for the 
mills strung along the canal. It is stated that the canal and 
water power have not proved the most profitable investment in the 
world, and the navigationists here fear lest the company hold up 
the work by insisting on damages that would recoup the stock- 
holders and allow everybody connected with it to make a good 
thing. 


Holyoke Not Enthused Over the Report.

Hotyoxe, Mass., December 18, 1906.—In Holyoke there does not 
seem to be much enthusiasm over the Connecticut River naviga- 
tion report at the present time, although the opening of the river 
would mean a considerable saving in freight rates, it is claimed. 
A report has gained circulation in western Massachusetts which 
places the ownership of the company now operating boats between 
Hartford and New York in the hands of the Consolidated Rail- 
road. People have not looked with favor upon this ownership.

Litigation Over Use of Water at Menasha, Wis. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., December 17, 1906.—Judge Seaman of the 
United States Circuit Court at Milwaukee handed down a deci- 
sion last week sustaining the demurrer of the Government to 
the cross bill filed by the Green Bay and Mississippi Canal Com- 
pany in the water power suit which has been referred to in these 
columns recently. It is too early yet to say just what the effect of 
this decision will be, or whether it entirely disposes of the claims 
of the canal company, Expressed as simply as possible the case 
was about as follows: The Government sued the canal company 
for drawing water below the crest of the Menasha dam. The 
canal company interposed a cross bill for the purpose of getting 
its claims before the court, as the Government cannot be sued ex- 
cept by its own consent. The Government demurred to the cross 
bill, and the demurrer has just been sustained. The canal com- 
pany was prepared to claim that the Government should not 
waste water by, wholesale sluicing in the spring, but whether this 
claim can now be brought forward is doubtful. Fox River.

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A JEREMIAD ON “ PROSPERITY.” 


Pessimistic Animadversions as to the Genuineness of Our Present 
Top-Lofty Quotations—The I. P. Might Again Distinguish 
Itself by a Trade Agreement Among News Manufacturers. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NrAGARA Fatts, N. Y., December 18, 1906.—I had the oppor- 
tunity to have a talk with one of the best posted paper manufac- 
turers in the country the other day and he very honestly and 
sadly deplored the condition of the paper trade of to-day. “It is 
positively discouraging to the trade just now, the condition of the 
market,” he said. “I have yet to learn of any mill getting hardly 
living prices. Why down in New York the other day I heard of 
some contracts being made as low as $1.60, and one man who was 
on the inside mentioned $1.30 as being the figure for a big con- 
tract for which there had been considerable competition. It is all 
right for them to talk of the International stimulating business. 
It has come to this, that the International cannot keep the price up. 
I can prove it, and it goes to show that when they are closing down 
mills which are expensive to run and curtailing their output that 
there is something not running just as they would like to have it 
in the market. It is all right for you chaps to keep bolstering up 
the market, but when you find a man who is candid and who 
will tell you the honest truth you can hardly believe me. 

“Now there is another way this market can be saved and put 
in shape. It is by the independent mills getting together and 
forming a selling agency, much as the International has. Then 
by a tacit agreement with the International selling prices can be 
put on a basis that will net the manufacturer some profit after 
paying big freight rates and allowing for waste and shrinkage. It 
might not be a bad idea for the International to try a hand again 
at organizing the outside companies, but it must be sub rosa, so 
that the general public is not on. 

“You ask what position the big publishers are now taking in 
regard to the paper manufacturer since the threats to erect mills 
of their own and bring the paper trust before Congress? 

“Well, they have subsided most gracefully for two reasons. 
First—They found that their contention that there was a trust 
among the paper manufacturers to control prices was false and 
that there were enough mills not under any central control to give 
any prices they sought fit on paper. Second—They found that they 
could not build mills, equip them and operate them at a profit 
to themselves. Why, I know one publisher, who owns a number 
of large papers in various cities, who uses more news than any 
one other publisher in the country, who sent an expert man of his 
own to a large paper mill controlled by the International, who 
studied the methods of manufacture for over a year and he re- 
turned and reported that the publisher had better leave the papér 
manufacturing alone and buy his paper as cheaply as he could. Of 
course there is a chance to aver that this man may have been in- 
fluenced to make such a report. However, he was considered 
most trustworthy by his employer and it is safe to say that 
he spoke the truth. You take those papers or rather that paper in 
Kansas which started a mill of its own. It was more ex- 
pensive than it was figured out, and I understand that the pub- 
lisher is now buying his paper in the open market. 

“We live in hopes—that is our guiding star just now and you 
need not mention my name, either, or I will never give you an eye- 
opener again,” said my friend as he went into the elevator at the 
Cliftan Hotel and ascended to his room. When he came down 
dressed for dinner he remarked to your correspondent: “One 
thing I will say for you fellows at Niagara Falls, you are thor- 
oughly up to date.” I meekly inquired the reason of his remark 
and he said that his room was heated by electricity and it was 
the most soothing and congenial heat that he had experienced. No 
noise, cracking of pipes or escaping steam—simply the touching of 
a button and the rest was pleasure. WW. te 


Who Is Maligning Canadian Pulp? 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

NriaAGara Farts, Ont., December 18, 1906.—There has been con- 
siderable talk in regard to shortage of pulp wood in Canada this 
fall and winter. In an interview with a prominent pulp manu- 
facturer near the frontier I learned that he had had no difficulty 
in getting all the pulp wood he wanted at the old figures and that 
he was busy in turning out good pulp just as fast as grinders 
could produce it. On one thing he was pretty wrathy. “This idea 
that Canadian pulp is an inferior article,” he blazed away at me, 
“is all bosh, 

“I find that the only way to account for this is through the sell- 
ing agent. From reliable sources I learn that the American paper 
manufacturer is buying his pulp principally from the mills direct 
and doing away with the selling agent. Now that necessary ad- 
junct to our business in Canada is simply giving us a bit of cold 
water with the object in view of bearing the market on pulp. They 
—the selling agents—give us this talk about the Canadian pulp 
being an inferior article to that made in America and ask for a 
lower price. In fact they claim that we must make a concession 
in order that they can place our ‘inferior article’ on the market. 
This is the game. The selling agent seeing his business creeping 
away from him in the American market, and knowing that Can- 
adian pulp is just as good as anything manufactured in the 
United States, endeavors to secure it at such a low figure that he 
can afford to go into the market and underbid the American pulp 
manufacturer who is selling direct to the mills. In this way he 
will break the market on pulp and put in just as good an article, 
besides retaining his commissions and force the American pulp 
manufacturer to come back to his original allegiance. 

“Now, we are not going to be made a catspaw for the middle 
man or for the American manufacturer, for we have the situa- 
tion in a nutshell and can get our price for pulp if we have sense 
enough to stick together and maintain our price. If the selling 
agents of the United States imagine that we are such d—n fools 
that we are going to sacrifice ourselves to help them out I fancy 
they will find their mistake before many weeks have passed. 

“No, sir; the market for pulp is just now looking decidedly up 
and we Canadians are distinctly in it.” ae a IP 


The Proposed Changes in Canadian Tariff.

Toronto, Canada, December 17, 1906.—The old tariff did not 
use the word “cardboard,” but pasted boards were rated at 35 
per cent. Now there is an item under cardboard 25 per cent. If 
this means pasted boards makers say they might as well go out 
of business. They have asked the Customs Department to say 
just what is meant by “cardboard.” There is a good deal of 
grumbling, too, over bill board being placed at 25 per cent. when 
it is not manufactured in the country. “Paper collar paper” is 
also continued at its old rating, though there has not been a 
paper collar made in Canada in the last ten years. There is also 
a fear in some quarters that matrix paper being on the free list 
some things which are far from being matrix paper may be im- 
ported and then turned into something very different. Manufac- 
turers claim in some instances that the Canadian tariff lacks the 
scientific precision of the United States tariff. ei 


Water Power Development in Norway. 


Consul E. S. Cunningham, of Bergen, states that an increased 
interest has been manifested in Norway for the development of 
water powers, and it now seems certain that in the near future 
several plants will be built. Construction work is proceeding on 
the 50,000 horse power enterprise on the Tysse River, in connec- 
tion with which a calcium carbide factory will be one of the in- 
dustries.

New York Busy—‘‘Stepping Lively” in Boston—Exceptionally 
Good at Holyoke—An Excess of Prosperity in Miami—Jubi- 
lant in Philadelphia—All Lines Active in Fox Valley. 


With the greater part of the big holiday season demand now 
pretty well taken care of, and also the rush incident to the filling 
of these Yuletide necessities over, the paper market this week 
resumed a steadier and more even tenor. The demand generally 
continues with unusual regularity and the year-end sales promise 
to be of large proportions. The demand is now considered equal 
if not a little larger than the present supply. Values are much 
improved, and overproduction has been absorbed. In the face of 
this great improvement the market still presents many peculiar 
features. In describing these various features or, more properly, 
difficulties, the most important, from a paper maker's standpoint, 
appears to be the present scarcity and constantly increasing cost 
of all raw materials and in fact all articles ehtering into the 
manufacture of paper. All available supplies of ground wood 
have been consumed, and the market is practically exhausted. If 
there is any stock to be had the mills having it are quoting very 
high prices for it. The situation in the sulphite market has been 
much the same, and with the starting up of the Burgess mill last 
week the market will be relieved considerably by the increased 
tonnage within a short time. Immediate relief seems impossible, 
as the mill will have to undergo numerous repairs to the ma- 
chinery, due to the shut-down, before it can resume its full 
capacity. The water conditions as a whole are fairly good. There 
is a good volume of water in the Black and Racquette rivers 
in New York State. and the mills depending on these streams 
are reported as running full. The Hudson river is the lowest it 
has been in years and the mills dependent upon it are seriously 
handicapped in filling their orders. In Maine the Androscoggin 
is low, while the Kennebec is in pretty good shape. The Con- 
necticut river is also low. This is a fair summary of the water 
conditions in New York and the New England States. Then 
another item which the manufacturer must take into considera- 
tion is the one of higher wages. Some have made advances al- 
ready and others are arranging to do so shortly. The three tour 
is gradually spreading to all the mills, and as this s¥stem neces- 
sitates the employment of more men the payroll will have to be 
increased in proportion. The majority of the mills have suf- 
ficient business to keep them running full for a number of 
months in advance. The heavy freight congestion on the rail- 
roads is another source of trouble for the mills. Supplies of raw 
materials, including coal, are being held tip at various points and 
the mills cannot get them. Then again they cannot get the required 
number of cars to ship their orders and their customers in con- 
sequence have to wait for their paper. What paper has been 
shipped is, in a good many instances, tied up here and there by

News paper is very scarce and the price 


is now in the neighborhood of 2% cents. Book papers are in 


good demand and prices are very firm. Prices on these grades 
are slated for another advance about January 1 and not later 
than February 1, according: to the latest reports. The various 
grades of high grade writing papers are moving well and quota- 
tions on these are The tissue manufacturers are now con- 
sidering a plan to work in harmony and eliminate price cutting. 
If is senderstood that prices will be advanced to a uniform figure 
on January 1. No further advances were made by the box board 
manufacturers at their meeting held recently and present prices 
will continue for At the meeting it was 
considered unwise and bad business policy to make any further 
advances at this time. The manila and fibre manufacturers held 
a meeting last week and prices will probably be advanced again.

coming forward very slowly and their customers are howling for 
paper. Most of the reserve stock of the dealers has been ab- 
sorbed and a good many are now very short of paper. A num- 
ber of them are taking advantage of this opportunity and are 
preparing to take their yearly inventory before new supplies ar- 
rive. The overproduction of paper has been checked by the low 
water and the shortage and high cost of raw materials. The 
conservatism of the consumer has given way to heavy buying 
because of these conditions and the realization that prices of pa- . 
per could not go any lower or even remain stationary at the 
old quotations of the past.

Business with local paper dealers still continues in good volume, 
everybody being quite busy. The tonnage of paper being moved 
is of heavy magnitude and so far as volume is concerned every 
city jobbing firm is fully satisfied, but the profits of the business 
are not proportionate to its magnitude because of the keen com- 
petition. It is claimed that some jobbers, anxious to move stocks 
in hand, are selling for prices less than the mill quotations of to- 
day, but the jobbers complained of say they are under contract 
and must fill their orders, distasteful as it may be. It is doubt- 
ful, however, if much new business is being transacted at the 
prices ruling early in the summer. .Since then prices have been 
advanced on most all lines of paper, and manufacturers are hold- 
ing firmly to the new quotations, so that jobbers are forced to 
recognize the status of the market and govern themselves ac- 
cordingly. Consumers likewise are beginning to take in the new 
conditions prevailing and on new orders accept the advance in 
price with becoming good grace, although at times voicing some 
little protest. After the first of the year business may possibly 
move more smoothly. All the New England mills, so far as can 
be learned, are having all they can do to take care of orders in 
hand and such business as is being offered. Then again water 
conditions with many of the mills are getting to be more serious 
as the season grows colder, so that mill production may be cur- 
tailed, causing more annoyance for the jobber. |DELESDERNIER. 


Exceptionally Good Business at Holyoke.

Business with the mills has been very good the past week. All 
of them in western Massachusetts have been running full time, and 
some have found difficulty in keeping their orders filled. Trade 
is exceptionally good with some of the mills, while all of the 
mills have been well filled. It was stated in one of the mills the 
past week that business had not been as good with the mill for 
several years as it is at the present time. It is the general belief 
that business is better now than it has been since the few months 
preceding the strike of the Holyoke paper makers, when the 
Holyoke mills broke all previous records in orders. Just at the 
present time manufacturers would prefer to have trade somewhat 
duller, owing to the condition of the river. 

Trade has been very good with the American Writing Paper 
Company. Satisfactory orders are being received by the various 
divisions, some having been compelled to run overtime to keep 
abreast with the orders. The demand for the finer grades of 
paper has continued good. “ 

The Parsons Paper Company has run all of its machines full 
time on the fine grades of paper. The management state that trade 
is very good. There can be no fault found with the manner in 
which orders are being received. Indications are that trade will 
run well into the winter and that the periodical dull season will 
be shortened considerably this winter. 

‘The Crocker-McElwain Company has been turning out orders 
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to the capacity of the mill. The new machine, it is hoped, will 
be set so that it can begin operations early in the year, when the 
output of the plant will be nearly doubled. 

Reports from the Carew Manufacturing Company, of South 
Hadley Falls, show a prosperous condition of the mill, and all of 
the orders are being received that can be comfortably handled. 
Orders are being received in very satisfactory numbers by the 
Hampshire Paper Company, of that town, and the bond papers 
made have been in good demand, as orders are received by the 
mill from various parts of the country. 

The Whiting mills have been running on a good line of orders, 
The bond and ledger papers made 
by this company have sold well, and the year will average up well 
at the close of the month.

An Excess of Prosperity in the ‘Miami. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 17, 1906.—Again it is but to record 
what may properly be termed an excess of prosperity. Joe Jeffer- 
son’s toast might be appropriate right here, as it is expressive, but 
paper tradesmen know that we all wish this prosperity may never 
grow less. It will be sad to contemplate the fall from the pinnacle 
of prosperity to the bottom towpath so long trodden by mill men, 
but present indications point to a remote possibility of there being 
an early tumble. Conditions are bound to return to a slower and, 
possibly, more substantial course, and this phase of the situation 
is awaited by some manufacturers who contend that there will be 
a change sooner or later. 

It is apparent that quotations are not being reduced one whit, 
but, on the other hand, are gradually ascending, and with such 
regularity that it is almost impossible for the jobbers to keep 
track of the constantly recorded changes. These switches have 
been made so often that salesmen in many instances have been 
ordered not to give quotations to prospective buyers until they 
have learned the size of the order and are certain of bagging it. 
The consumer, after all, is paying the fiddler, it is claimed, in this 
really interesting entertainment now being given by the American 
paper trade. In the mercantile trade there has been considerable 
grumbling over the price of wrappings, which have taken an unpre- 
cedented jump, but the Christmas trade is so rushing that mer- 
chants haven’t much time to quibble. It is suspected by some cus- 
tomers that even the merchant has taken advantage of his oppor- 
tunity during these prosperous times to cover in the sale of mer- 
chandise the additional cost of wrappings and paper boxes. 

All in all the state of trade is satisfactory, as the volume prom- 
ises to continue to be large, and just now there is more of a cer- 
tainty on the profit, unless raw materials resume their acrobatic 
performance, which is altogether possible. Stocks on hand in this 
valley are none too large, and future prices on sulphite will likely 
regulate the quotations of mill men, and, consequently, the whole- 
salers. M. V. 


Jubilant in Philadelphia in the Midst of Trade Activity. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 

PuiLapeLtpHia, December 17, 1906.—The closing year finds the 
local paper trade—and both the manufacturers and the jobbers 
“are included—jubilant in the midst of a business activity which 
has not been equaled any time during the year, and perhaps never 
excelled. The mills find it difficult not to secure orders for 
months ahead, nor to secure these orders on a rising market, 
but solely to keep pace with promises of delivery. That they 
are not able to do so in all cases many jobbers know to their 
sorrow, and one, by way of illustration, pointed today to a car- 


load order for wrapping papers promised just one month ago, less 
a single day, and not yet arrived or even on its way. 

All the jobbers are doing a rushing business, for there is hardly 
a printer or publisher whose presses are not working overtime. 
Demand for wrapping papers from the big stores—and the little 
ones, too—and for express papers for case lining from the textile 
manufacturers has been greater than ever before experienced. 
The better grades of book paper are in quite as large demand as 
the cheaper. Flats and writings are rushing. The open season 
has kept up the immense demand for building papers, and job- 
bers of these goods are far behind their orders. BR. G. 


All Lines Active in Fox Valley.

APppLetTon, Wis., December 17, 1906.—December is usually con- 
sidered a dul) month in the paper business, but there is no evi- 
dence of it this year. Orders are holding up just the same in 
spite of the near approach of the holidays. All lines of paper 
are showing the same activity. It is said that some small ad- 
vances have been made in the price of print paper during the past 
week. Otherwise prices remain the same, though other advances 
are looked for early next year. Manufacturers were glad to 
read in Tue Paper Trape JourNat last week that the Burgess 
sulphite mill was to get in operation again at once. So far there 
has been no actual pinch in sulphite in Wisconsin, but there would 
be very soon if the big mill were to stay down. Some of the 
mills have been endeavoring to get foreign sulphite started this 
way, but there has been considerable difficulty in getting promises 
of delivery on this also. Manufacturers are told that the water 
power in Norway and Sweden, from which countries most of this 
product comes, has been and is so poor that it is very difficult to 
get shipments made to this side, and deliveries cannot be guar- 
anteed. Fox RIver. 


Great Activity at Montreal.

Monrreat, Canada, December 18, 1906.—Another week of great 
activity has passed by in the paper trade here, dealers all com- 
plaining that they are overwhelmed with orders and are unable to 
get their supplies as speedily as they require from the mills. 
With regard to the mills, however, the situation is a good deal 
easier in some districts of Quebec Province. The Royal Paper 
Mills on the St. Francis River have all the water they require, and 
are working full time in an effort to catch up with the losses caused 
by the lack of water last summer and autumn. The Eddy mills at 
Ottawa, however, and a number more are still a good deal delayed 
by low water and unable to keep their full machinery power going. 
The Dominion Paper Mills are also temporarily closed down for 
repairs and improvements. 

Demand for all classes of pulp and paper supplies has been very 
keen, and it is by no means improbable that there will be a stiffen- 
ing of prices in several lines in the near future. M. 


Demand for Book Lighter—For Wrappings Heavy at Toronto.

Shortly after the prelim- 
inary inquest arising out of the strike had just begun before 
Judge Choquette, of Montreal, Albert MacLaren, president of 
the company. was discharged. He was among those arraigned 
for manslaughter. The decision in the case of Alexander Mac- 
Laren and five detectives has not yet been given. J. E. Vallillee, 
the company’s manager, was tried for neglecting to read the riot 
act in his capacity of mayor of the town, but the Crown with- 
drew the charge against him after hearing part of the evidence. 
The mayor has since taken action against Yvon Lamontagne, the 
strikers’ solicitor, for alleged defamation of character, and had 
one of the strikers charged with perjury. O.

Power Company, whose head offices are at Montreal. He had de- 
signed and laid out many other hydraulic and electric power de- 
velopments throughout the United States and Canada. 

He 
graduated from Williams College in 1882 and from the Worcester 
Polytechnic Institute in 1884.

Holyoke Manufacturers Worried Over Water. 

[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Horyoxe, Mass., December 18, 1906.—Holyoke manufacturers 
have been watching the gauges in the office of the water power 
company, which indicates the height of the water at the headgate 
house, and the sky, to detect the faintest signs of storms. There 
have been plenty storm signals, but very little rain has fallen, and 
the mills have been compelled to run on 50 per cent. surplus re- 
strictions during the entire week. That the restrictions have not 
been drawn closer is most fortunate for the mills, which at the 
present time are in need of all the power they can draw from the 
river. It is hoped that the present week no additional restrictions 
will be necessary, but officers of the Holyoke Water Power Com- 
pany are doubtful if the river will hold up sufficiently well to 
give the mills this amount of surplus water. It is stated that the 
river is falling away to the north, and the present weather is de- 
creasing the flow. * 

With the present amount of business on hand the mills have 
been greatly inconvenienced by the low water during the entire 
fall. It was stated this afternoon that the conditions warranted 
the belief that the present winter would be one of the worst 
that the Holyoke mills have experienced for many years on ac- 
count of low water. The cold weather continues and the river 
is frozen over in places above Greenfield, and at Turners Falls 
the flow of the river is below the normal. ° 

The Holyoke Water Power Company states that there is little 
relief in sight, and the only remedy for present conditions will 
be a long wet spell and an open period after the rain. Ferry.

Judging from the quarter of a cent advance on its lower grades 
made by one of the blotting paper mills, notice of which will be 
found on page 35 of this issue, it looks as if the recent meetings 
of the manufacturers in that line had borne fruit. As in the 
other branches of the industry, the impelling cause of the change 
was the advance in the raw materials entering into the manufacture 
of the finished product. The prices on the higher grades have not 
been put up, so the notice referred to states, as these have not 
been affected by the raw material market. 

In the blotting paper trade the mill men have, unfortunately, 
been on the outs with each other for a long time. with the result 
that they have all been losers thereby. Instead of getting along 
amicably and profitably. the spirit of competition has led them to 
give the buver and consumer an advantage in the way of price to 
This foolish rivalry to keep 


which they have not been entitled. 


the mills a-going has gone on altogether too long. In the new 
dispensation there is therefore food for rejoicing, and it is sin- 
cerely hoped that the old spirit of rivalry will not again appear 
in the blotting trade, to the detriment of the men whose money is 
in the mills. There should be a profit in blotting papers, as in 
other lines, and now that the manufacturers have determined to 
do business on a different basis than heretofore they deserve en- 
couragement from their trade instead of adverse criticism. Some

In regard to the market situation in tale today it is safe to say 
that the talc companies have orders for one-third more talc than 
they can produce in the next three months. Being obliged to 
refuse new business at any price, there are no quotable market 
prices on the mineral today. In view of the situation it would 
not be surprising to see the law of supply and demand come into 
play in the tale business as it has recently in other lines connected 


with the industry. 


The Tissue Manufacturers Struggling for Better Prices. 

This week the tissue paper manufacturers are scheduled to make 
another attempt to put a stop to their long continued practice of 
doing business for the sake of keeping it from the other fellow. 
For just about two years now the tissue men have been struggling 
with all the evils incident to fear of their competitors and actual 
overproduction. Before the last slump came, about January, 1905, 
the tissue market for a year and a half had been so high as to 
make each mill man wish he had 400 machines instead of a few. 
Then came a sudden drop, but, unfortunately, all the plans for in- 
creasing production could not be changed without great expense. 
In the hope of a return of prosperity the machines that were or- 
dered were eventually set up. The product of some of these, to- 
gether with that of the old machines that had been changed over, 
is now on the market, to the sorrow of the owners.

Cuicaco, Ill., December 17, 1906.—Interstate Commerce Com- 
missioners Franklin Lane and James S. Harlan were in Chicago 
yesterday on the way to Minneapolis, where they will investigate 
the causes for the car shortage in the West. Investigators have 
been working among the railroads in Chicago for several weeks 
and the two commissioners will return here later in the week to 
continue their sessions. They seem inclined to the opinion that 
the shortage is in large part due to the slowness with which mer- 
chants unload the cars at the terminals. The commissioners as- 
sert that 4,000 cars are now at Galveston, Tex., which are being 
used as storage houses by the consignees. The same charge is 
made by railroad officials against Kansas City, while disinterested 
advices from that locality state that the cars are actually empty 
and being held by the railroads in anticipation of the coming grain 
movement. The investigation by the federal officials is to ascertain 
the exact conditions. 

The Chicago, Burlington & Quincy declared an embargo on all 
Chicago terminal freight Saturday. Every yard engine was kept 
working for two days and two nights, with the result that in forty- 
eight hours 2,000 cars had either been transferred to other local 
yards or started along the road. In the same time the Lake Shore 
& Michigan Southern transferred 1,137 cars and still has more than 
500 stalled in its yards. All of the Chicago roads have been work- 
ing overtime cleaning up their switch tracks, with the result that 
conditions here are not so bad as in other Western cities, where 
the terminals are not supplied with as many engines to keep things 
moving. Reports received yesterday were that 497 cars are within 
100 miles of Chicago and will’ arrive today, an unusually heavy 
run. Woop. 


Car Shortage in Northwest Severe. 

Cuicaco, Ill, December 18, 1906—The Northwestern car situa- 
tion is worse than ever, due to heavy snow and lack of motive 
power on all roads. The three Northwestern States have ground 
143,610,000 bushels of wheat this year. 


Uniform Car Service Rules. 


Uniform car service rules have been adopted for the territory 
east of the Mississippi and south of the Potomac River. The 
most important change is a rule regarding the beginning of car 
service, which is as follows: . 

Car service shall begin after the expiration of forty-eight hours 
from the first 7 a. m. or 12 noon following notice of arrival. If 
cars are consigned to public team tracks or private sidings, car 
service shall begin forty-eight hours after the first 7 a. m. or 12 
noon following placing, but if the cars are held for orders or for 
payment of freight charges the time consumed between arrival 
and ordering, and between placing and releasing, must be added 
together and charged to the consignee. Of all cars set for loading, 
either on public team tracks or private sidings, car service shall 
begin after the expiration of forty-eight hours from the first 7 
a m. or 12 noon following placing, or held subject to order of 
shipper for loading.

Northwestern Railroads Lowering Rates. 

Cuicaco, Ill., December 18, 1906—The Northwestern, Rock Is- 
land and Illinois Central railroads are revising their rates to points 
in the Northwest, to meet the recent cut in rates by the Great 
Northern from the “Twin Cities,’ Duluth and Superior, which 


placed Chicago mercantile interests at a disadvantage in com- 
peting for business in the Northwest. The St. Paul system was 
the first to decide to meet the cut in rates of the Hill roads, and 
it urged the Interstate Commerce Commission to empower it to 
make the reduction effective immediately, inasmuch as the Great 
Northern road did not observe the thirty-day rule when it cut 
the rates. The Rock Island, Northwestern and Illinois Central 
roads will also be asked to be allowed to have their reduced rates 
go into effect at once. 

The Burlington road, which is owned by the Great Northern 
and Northern Pacific, has not yet taken any steps toward reduc- 
ing its rates from Chicago to points in the Northwest reached 
by the Hill lines. Unless the Burlington does meet the rates of 
its competitors, it practically will be boycotted by Chicago jobbers. 


Uniform Bills of Lading Effective January 1. 

Cuicaco, Ill, December 18, 1906.—Shippers feel they have won 
a great victory in the agreement among Eastern railroads upon 
a uniform bill of lading, and they expect the Western lines to fol- 
low suit. The uniform bill of lading goes into effect on January 
1, after a dispute between the shippers and the Eastern lines that 
has lasted six years. The two principal points in the dispute were 
settled in the shippers’ favor by the Carmack amendment to the 
Interstate Commerce law; namely, whether initial carriers should 
be held responsible for damage or loss of shipments and whether 
railroads could compel shippers to pay a premium of 20 per cent. 
over published rates in order to obtain compensation under the 
common law for lost or damaged freight. The railroads have 
agreed not to attack the law on these points. Bills of lading 
may be made negotiable as heretofore. 


Claremont (N. H.) Paper Company Advances Wages. 
Concorp, N. H., December 18, 1906.—John W. Flint, president of 
the Claremont Paper Company, has notified the sixty employees 
of the concern that all wages will be increased at once. The ad- 
vance will not be uniform, but will depend upon the class of work. 
It will amount in the aggregate to $5,000 a year. 


Biggs Boiler Works Going Day and Night. 

The Biggs Boiler Works Company, of Akron, Ohio, will close 
its most successful year with December 31, 1906. The big number 
of rotaries built during the year makes the conspicuous feature 
of the order book. The plant is now being operated day and 
night to keep pace with the work in hand. 


Hubbs & Corning Company Burned Out.

Battimore, Md., December 18, 1906.—Fire of unknown origin 
destroyed the four story building at 224 and 226 West Camden 
street, occupied by the Hubbs & Corning Company, paper dealers, 
on Friday of last week. The aggregate losses are estimated at 
$85,000, fully covered by insurance. The Hubbs & Corning Com- 
pany are the worst sufferers, their loss being placed at $40,000. 

Hubbs & Corning had intended to move, and were already fixing 
up their new warehouse and had in it some new stock, which was 
arriving from time to time. This was a big help to them, Their 
books of account and all records were held intact by the safe, and 
they are all right along that line. They are now in their new 
warehouse, 404 South Eutaw street, and are rapidly filling in their 
stock. The fire did not start in Hubbs & Corning’s warehouse, but 
on the floor above, occupied by another concern. They are fully 
insured.

SANDY HILL MACHINE BUILDERS BUSY. 


The Present Exceptionally Large Demand for all kinds of Paper 
Making Machinery Shared in by Builders all Over the Coun- 
try—The Recent Orders Filled by Sandy Hill Concerns. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL. ] 

Sanpy Hinz, N. Y., December 18, 1906.—The demand for paper 
and pulp machinery gives every evidence of the prosperity preva- 
lent at the present time in the paper trade. This demand is not, 
according to reports, confined to any one section, but seems to be 
general throughout the country. The machine builders in Sandy 
Hill, N. Y., have all been generously favored with liberal orders, 
and all the shops there are running full time. 

The Moore Screen Company, which is one of the most recent 
machinery building concerns in Sandy Hill, has found the demand 
for its rotary screen very satisfactory. The company has just 
shipped two screens to the Palmers Falls (N. Y.) mill of the In- 
ternational Paper Company; also one to the Aldrich Paper Com- 
pany, Natural Dam, N. Y., making the second Moore screen to be 
installed in that mill. Orders in hand promise to keep the con- 
cern bnsy for some time. 

The Sandy Hill Iron and Brass Works has been exceptionally 
busy, and a glance at the company’s shops best tells the conditions 
existing there. While the orders booked for future delivery and 
recent shipments are both numerous and make a long list, the fol- 
lowing might be mentioned: One 92 inch, five cylinder board ma- 
chine for the J. P. Lewis Company, Beaver Falls, N. Y.; one 72 
inch board machine for P. H. Smealie Company, New Amster- 
dam, N. Y.; six dryers to the Volney Paper Company, Fulton,

Fast Running Paper Machines. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dayton, Ohio, December 17, 1906.—When the P. A. Sorg Paper 
Company, of Middletown, starts its new 120 inch machine, which 


. 


is about ready for the initial run, it will have a capacity on manilas 
equal to that of any in this valley. For some time work has pro- 
ceeded on this machine, and Superintendent A. F. Smith is about 
ready to start it in motion. The latter has just received a letter 
from John Ross, who has finished setting up two of the largest 
machines ever constructed. These machines were put in a news 
mill at Woodland, Me., and they were built by Pusey & Jones, of 
Wilmington, Del. Both are 166 inches wide and have a speed of 
530 feet per minute. 

In this letter Mr. Ross explains that the machines were in per- 
fect running order, and that on the fifth day they turned out 94 
tons of news in rolls. On the sixth day No. 1 machine turned out 
95,300 pounds of news in twenty-four hours, which is said to be 
the world’s best record for a single run of twenty-four hours. 
The highest previous record for one machine on a twenty-four 
hour run is reported to have been 94,000 pounds. The machine 
which is reputed to have broken the record runs 520 feet per 
minute, 31,200 feet an hour, or over 144 miles in twenty-four hours. 

There was some speculating in the Miami Valley mill when Mr. 
Ross’ letter was received and mill mathematicians were put to 
work. It was soon shown that if the paper made by this single 
machine in the Woodland mill were stretched across the State of 
Ohio, it would spread a white sheet 13 feet wide from Middletown 
to Toledo, almost across the length of the entire State. 

When it is considered that one machine can accomplish so much 
in twenty-four hours, it can easily be computed what two world’s 
record breaking machines can do. M. V. 


An English Cardboard Box “Combine.” 


The straw hat manufacturing trade at Luton and Dunstable 
calls for the supply of large quantities of cardboard boxes for the 
packing of certain classes of goods, says the World's Paper Trade 
Review, of London, England, and the local box manufacturers, 
taking advantage of the fact, have lately formed among themselves 
a “Cardboard Box Manufacturers’ Association,” having its head- 
quarters at Luton. One of the first moves of the new box trust 
was to issue, on September 29, a circular announcing a rise in the 
prices of boxes, to date from October 1, i. e., only twenty-four 
hours’ notice was given to the straw hat trade that their expenses 
were in future to be considerably increased in the way of 
cardboard box supply. The hat makers were naturally very 
much disturbed in their minds, and the Luton Chamber of 
Commerce appointed a sub-committee to wait upon the bosses 
of the box combine and try to get the circular withdrawn, or 
at any rate suspended in its operation until December 1. But 
the trust magnates declined to accede to the suggestion, offer- 
ing instead a rebate of 5 per cent. on all goods supplied 
at the advanced prices in October and November.. With this 
the hat manufacturers have perforce to be content, but feel- 
ing is still strongly against the “combine,” and at a meeting 
of the Chamber of Commerce, held at Luton on the 16th ult, 
the action of the Cardboard Box Manufacturers’ Association 
was very strongly criticised, and it was resolved that all the 
correspondence which had passed between it and the chamber 
should be sent to the press for publication, as a sort of “tit-for- 
tat,” the association having sent a copy of its rebate resolution 
to the press without troubling to first give an opportunity for 
its discussion by the parties most closely concerned, i. e., the 
users of boxes. So the matter rests at present, but it is quite 
possible that more will be heard of it in the near future. The 
asociation itself admits that its action has had the result of 
raising prices, on an average, 10 per cent., and in certain cases 
even more than this. The hat makers wanted the*box manu- 
facturers to help them to standardize the sizes of the boxes 
used in the staple trade of Luton, but, as a speaker at the 
recent meeting of the Chamber of Commerce put it, “the manu- 
facturers did not meet the chamber in the right spirit.”

Mills. This means a consolidation of the National and the Old 
King Cole Papier Maché Company, which latter company is owned 
by Charles F. C. Cole, formerly of Denver. Mr. Cole has moved 
his plant from Denver to Clinton, la., and will be the manager 
of the consolidated plants. Clinton is the centre of the papier 
maché manufacturing of the country, and the taking up of the 
defunct plant by a live and growing one means a strong future for 
the business.

News FROM THE MILLS. 


The first paper was run off on Tuesday of last week at the mill 
of the Ballston Pulp and Paper Company, Ballston, N. Y. 

It is reported that C. A. Prouty, at Newport, Vt. has bought 
the Spaulding pulp mill property and will utilize the extra power 
so obtained for his electric light plant. 

Girls are to be employed by the Publishers Paper Company, of 
Portsmouth, N. H., for the packing of paper. A small force will 
be employed at once and this will be steadily increased. 

The Seneca Mills Corporation, of Penn Yan, N. Y., will soon 
close down its plant. It is the company’s intention to make need- 
ed repairs and install about $20,000 worth of new machinery. 

A small fire in a bleach boiler in the George C. Gill Division of 
the American Writing Paper Company, at Holyoke, Sunday after- 
noon caused considerable inconvenience to the mill, but other- 
wise the damage was not great. 

The West Virginia Pulp and Paper Company is building a con- 
centrating plant across Jackson River from its plant at Covington, 
Va., to cost $125,000. This company is also erecting a steam plant 
to dry chips used in the manufacture of paper. 

Harley Walters, of Lockport, N. Y., boss machine tender at 
the Traders mill for a number of years, has resigned to ac- 
cept the position of assistant superintendent of the Tonawanda 


Board and Paper Company's mill, and has already taken hold 
of the work. 

Testimony was taken last week in a case at Neenah, Wis.,

and the action is brought to finally determine the matter.

treasurer. The company has bought a water power at Port 
Leyden, N. Y., and proposes to begin next spring the erection of a 
two-machine mill. 

The general excitement around the Lockport, N. Y., mills 
these days is in the formation of bowling and basket ball 
teams. The Traders mill employees of the United Box Board 
and Paper Company are taking the lead. Two very clever 
teams have been formed at this mill, and challenges have been 
issued to any mill team in the city or at Niagara Falls.

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NEW RAG ENGINE CONSTRUCTION. 


Emil A. Peterson, of Appleton, Wis., Has Recently Been Grant- 
ed Patents for a Rigid Lighter Bar Stand for Rag Engines— 
Also an Improved Receptacle for Bed Knife Box. 


The illustration and detailed description given herewith are of 
two important patents recently granted to Emil A. Peterson, of 
Appleton, Wis., and by him assigned to the Valley Iron Works 
Company, of which he is treasurer and general manager. 

The patents are for rag engine construction, one being a new 
and improved brace for holding the lighter bar stands firmly to- 
gether. Its advantages consist in its being made in three separate 
posts, instead of the usual construction of a solid piece, which 
on account of its peculiar construction affords the same strength 


and rigidity as the older single piece method. Should one post 
break it can be replaced without having to disturb the whole ap- 
paratus, 

The claims made by Mr. Peterson on the filing of claim for a 
patent are as follows: 

First—In a machine of the described class, the combination with 
a bedplate of a set of hollow lighter bar posts, each provided 
with a substantially vertical slot in its inner face; a web con- 
necting said posts, and provided with headed interlocking members 
extending through said slots; wedges engaging between the post 


walls along the slots, and the heads of said members; and bolts 
connecting the web with the posts and bed plate respectively. 
Second—In a machine of the described class, the combination 
with a bedplate of a set of hollow lighter bar posts, each pro- 
vided with a substantially vertical slot in its inner face; a web 
connecting said posts, and having interlocking engagement with 
the posts through said slots; said web being provided with flanges 
adapted to be bolted to the posts and bedplate respectively. 
Third—In a machine of the described class, the combination with 
a bedplate of a set of hollow lighter bar posts, each provided 
with a substantially vertical slot in its inner face; a web con- 
necting said posts, and having interlocking engagement with the 
posts through said slots; said web being provided with flanges 
adapted to be bolted to the posts.and bedplate respectively, and 
said posts having flanges adapted to be bolted to the bedplate. 
The principal advantage claimed by the inventor, in the back 
fall patent, is that the entire back fall, front fall and receptacle 
for the bed knife box are made of cast iron and united into one 


piece. Formerly this back fall and front fall have been made 
of wood, with the receptacle for the bed knife box formed between 
the end of the back fall and the end of the front fall. In cases 
where the bed knife boxes have to be changed frequently these 
wood faces rapidly wear out, leaving the bed knife box loose, 
which necessitates the use of wood wedges to take up the slack. 
In the improved receptacle for the bed knife box, the inventor 
claims, there is absolutely no wear. It is made interchangeable 
and “will last for all time.” 

In his application for a patent for improvements on a rag 
engine Mr. Peterson claimed: 

First—In a machine of the described class, a stationary member 
comprising a series of metallic sections rigidly connected together 
and arranged to form a front fall, a knife holding trough and a 
ball fall, all having a continuous metallic upper surface. 

Second—In a machine of the described class, a stationary mem- 
ber comprising a series of metallic sections, each having a de- 
pressed flange receiving the margin of the succeeding section, and 
bolted thereto; said sections being arranged to form a front fall, 
a knife holding trough and a back fall, and being rigidly connected 
for mutual reinforcement and distribution of strains.

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A NEW BEATING ENGINE. 


The Object of the New Invention Is the Combination of Pulp 
Stones to Prevent the Flow of Substantial Quantities of Pulp 
and the Avoidance of Churning Near Roll Ends. 


Henry McGill, of South Hadley Falls, Mass., has invented cer- 
tain improvements in beaters. United States patent No. 838,265. 

This invention is comprised in the combination, with the re- 
ceptacle or vat of a beaiing engine having a midfeather and an 
axially horizontal peripherally bladed beater roll between and with 
its ends separated from the side wall of the receptacle and from 
the midfeather, of pulp stops in the spaces between the ends of 
the beater roll and the said side walls and midfeather adjacent 
the lower rearward portion of the roll, the object of the inven- 
tion in the provision or combination of the pulp stops in the 
stated situation being to prevent the flow of substantial quantities 
of the pulp between the ends of the bladed roll and the vertical 
walls adjacent thereto, but separated therefrom, and thereby 
insuring an avoidance of a churning of the pulp and the frothing 
thereof within the spaces adjacent the ends of the roll. 

The improved beater is illustrated in the accompanying draw- 
ings, in which Fig. 1 is a vertical longitudinal sectional view and 
Fig. 2 is a plan view, the section line 11 on Fig. 2 indicating the 
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plane of section on which Fig. 1 is taken. 
view of one of the duplicated pulp stops. 

In the drawings A represents the receptacle or tank comprised 
in the beating engine, the same having, as usual, the midfeather 
B, between which and one side wall a of .the receptacle is 
journaled the beater roll C, having suitably spaced on its circum- 
ference a series of longitudinally extending and radially projecting 
beater blades bb, The axially horizontal roll and its blades have 
a length somewhat less than the distance between the side of the 
midfeather B and the side wall a of the receptacle, whereby spaces 
dd are left between the opposite ends of the roll and such walls, 
through which a portion of the pulp in its circuitous course around 
in the beater has heretofore been permitted to flow with the 


effect of a churning and froth producing result. 


Fig. 3 is a perspective 


Letters DD represent the pulp stops, each consisting of a flat 
plate f, having holes for the passage therethrough of attachment 
screws gg and curved flangelike members Ah, as clearly shown 
in the drawings. These stops are by the screws gg fastened on 
the receptacle wall a and midfeather in opposed locations, with 


the curved flangelike members projecting inwardly toward the 


opposite ends of the roll and with their positions adjacent the 
circular path of the beater roll blades 6 and near the lower rear- 
ward portion of the roll and to the rear of the bladed bed G. 
‘The pulp repeatedly moving forwardly from the beater roll passes 
around the forward end of the midfeather, back around the rear 
end of the midfeather, and forwardly again between the beater roll 
and bed, upwardly to and over the back fall j, with no substantial 
portion thereof entering in the space between the ends of the roll 
and the walls adjacent thereto because of the presence of the stops 


DD, as manifest. By precluding the possibility of any portion of 
the stock in the beater passing into the spaces at the ends of the 
rolls adjacent the bedplate the entire contents of the beater must 
move more frequently under and subject to the action of the roll. 

It has been proposed to construct a beating engine with the 
beater rolls so long as to practically fill the space between the mid- 
feather and one side wall, but largely increased power is required 
to drive the roll in a receptacle of a desired width, it being usual 
to provide a receptacle A capable of receiving about 2 tons of 
stock or pulp, and therefore a beating apparatus made compara- 
tively wide, as illustrated, having the spaces between the ends of 
the roll and the walls between which it is located and with the 
provision of the pulp stops, as shown, amounts to an actual and 
substantial improvement over those at present most commonly 
used. 


Bay Shore Lumber Company Progressing. 

Brunswick, Me., December 17, 1906.—Hon. F. C. Whitehouse 
returned last week from Great Salmon River, in which vicinity 
he has recently spent considerable time looking after the opera- 
tions of the Bay Shore Lumber Company, and making plans in re- 
gard to extensive tracts of timber land in New Brunswick and 
Nova Scotia. This company has a barge nearly ready to launch 
at Great Salmon River, and the frame ready for another, besides 
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the one that is being built at Bath and the ocean tug that is being 
constructed in Portland. Bath will be the home port of the Ameri- 
can built vessels, and of course those that are built in New Bruns: 
wick will be British. Eventually the entire pulp wood transport- 
tation business will be placed in the hands of a separate company 
which will be organized for that purpose. 

At Great Salmon River George F. Drew is laying out machinery 
and planning wood conveyor systems. These conveyors take the 
pulp wood from the water, carry it to the sawyers and barkers, 
and without additional handling places it aboard of the vessels. 
Arriving at Bath, the wood is unloaded from the vessel and 
placed on the cars by another conveyor system. This makes it 
possible to get rapid and effective work at a reduced cost. 

Prof. Austin Cary and H. R. Bristol are now exploring timber 


lands in Nova Scotia in the interests of the Bay Shore Lumber 


Company, the purpose being to add another hundred, thousand 
acres to its already large holdings.

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SIZING PROCESS COMMENTARY. 


Young, Sappy Wood, Well Prepared Improves the Sizing of the 
Sheet—Well Sized Old Paper Cuttings Also Help. 


(Translated from Wochenblatt by Albert Komp for Tue Paper 
JouRNAL.) 


TRADE 


Certain materials used for finishing paper frequently produce 
very uncertain results and we find that our glue and rosin sizing 
preparation must be included in this category. No wonder new 
articles are constantly emerging, claiming to produce the most re- 
liable and unvariable results as regards waterproofing, rattle, snap, 
gloss, feel and cheapness. The man of long experience looks at 
each novelty with a certain apprehension—the younger miller of 
smaller but lately improved experience feels that everybody ought 
to pay for learning, while he observes silence. 

What the paper maker should not overlook is that the obtain- 
ing of satisfactory results from the best sizing material depends 
almost entirely upon his own knowledge, skill or experience; for 
instance, we must admit that besides the very yportant condition 
of the mill water the results of sizing depend upon the prudent 
regulation of the almost all deciding beating process. This simple 
fact we expect to be well admitted by everybody interested. 

Let us cast a glance on a sheet of paper made of harsh, long 
fibred stuff and we find nowhere a close felting quality, and in this 
case the very best sizing material proves unfit for resisting the 
passing through the web of water or dampness. The same rule 
prevails regarding the selection of raw material. 

White soft fibres, like cotton, possess a more or less absorbing 
character, the hard linen fibre shows a reduction of that quality. 
This difference also exists in the nature of various surrogates. We 
notice this irregularity best by examining a sheet made of coarse 
ground, dry, old wood. In this the felting quality appears very 
poor, and since the beating of such stuff must needs be harmful in 
itself, the most careful application of the best sizing quality will 
prove of no avail. In another direction we find that certain céll- 
stuff requires but a short and simple treatment for the development 
of a fine parchment quality, and we must frequently admit that it 
would be best to save the rosin size altogether—as, for instance, in 
making imitation parchment—because the slimy nature of the fibre 
possesses a certain amount of viscosity, in which the best sizing 
material is represented. ' 

In case we are supplied with material that proves to be in the 
condition to be transformed into the finest fibres and fibrilla—be- 
ing consequently well adapted for parchmentizing—and in case 
we are supplied with facilities to produce a regularly beaten soft 
and slimy pulp, then we require but a small proportion of sizing 
for obtaining the most desirable results in that direction. Other- 
wise the most liberal application of rosin would only increase the 
failure of our best endeavors. In other words, the result of good 
sizing depends frequently upon a variety of seemingly secondary 
conditions in the manufacturing process, yet these are of the great- 
est consequence. 

The same may be said as regards the felting process on the 
wire, because by rushing the stuff in a turbulent state onto an 
unusually fast going wire we cannot expect to effect a close, well- 
intersected felting condition. 

Good sizing results depend generally upon the condition or 
quality of the pulp. I state this upon a very expensive experience 
of long duration and wish to cite a few of my better results: 

In vain have I tried long ago to make out of ground wood a 
“goqd colored sheet of paper that would be water, ink and color 
proof, but when at last I resorted to the use of fresh ground wood 
pulp, made out of young sticks, | met with perfect success, apply- 
ing only half of the usual portion of sizing material in perfecting a 
satisfactory well sized sheet. 

Another time when I could not obtain the desired quantity 


of fresh wood for grinding I resorted to the trying of an addi- 
tion to the wood pulp of well sized white paper clippings, and. 
added only a part of the usual sizing percentage, reaping a result so- 
satisfactory that it could not be produced in certain cases by any 
amount of sizing. 

Both substances, to wit, fresh, sappy ground wood and the 
sized paper chips, free from loading, must be regarded as bearers. 
of sizing qualities, whereby the obtaining of a desirable sizeproofed 
sheet is substantially facilitated. In other words, in the same way 
as blotting paper waste serves to make a good absorbing blotter, so. 
we are also able by applying sized paper waste to produce a sheet 
that will possess a corresponding percentage of sizing strength, 

Much of the above may appear as a known matter of fact to- 
many, yet these old facts are frequent overlooked by too many, 
and I venture to assert that by disregarding these facts some very 
able and intelligent paper makers have made some very expen- 
sive mistakes. 


The Season’s Calendars. 


The 1907 calendars show some handsome effects in design and’ 
colors, some of them being especially meritorious, and two ex- 
ceptionally good ones coming from Appleton, Wis. 

The “Thelma” of the Wisconsin Wire Works is a strikingly 
beautiful head, 13x15, executed in soft browns, dull terra cotta 
and the flesh tints. It is mounted on a card several inches larger 
than the plate. The design is a reprint of the painting by Angelo: 
Asti, which was purchased by Charles Fair, of San Francisco, for 
$10,000. The original was destroyed in the San Francisco catas- 
trophe. 

The “Rosamond” of the Valley Iron Works Company is of 
smaller size, mounted in miniature effect on beveled ivory board. 
The picture is sunken in the card, making a pleasing effect. The 
colors are rich combinations of dark tones, making the whole a 
delight. “Rosamond” is from the original painting of Rene 
Avigdor and is one of the finest types of ideal heads for which this 
artist is famous. 

Another splendid effect is the calendar of the G. B. Stock Xylite 
Grease and Oil Company. The picture is an autumnal wood scene, 
printed in the colors of the foliage, with some fine effects shown in 
some silver birches ‘in the foreground. The standard of the 
picture makes the calendar worth keeping.

PAPER.—The large consumption showg no signs of a decrease 
and all grades of paper are in good demand, with prices still on 
the upward march. Of course the market has resumed a steadier 
and quieter tone now that the big holiday rush is partly over. The 
actual amount of business passing into regular consuming chan- 
nels continues undiminished. The shortage of raw materials and 
poor water power has not been relieved very much, and while the 
Burgess sulphite mill has started up again this market will not 
benefit materially by this resumption for some little time yet. 
The cost of the materials, including labor, entering into the manu- 
facture of paper, is constantly increasing, so that none of the 
smaller mills could stand a price cutting campaign very long 
under these conditions and the larger ones could only breast it 
for a limited time.

They cannot get supplies of raw 
materials on time and they cannot get enough cars to fill their 
orders. The holiday rush reduced the dealers’ reserve stock to a 
minimum and some of them are actually short. News paper is 
very scarce and is quoted now at about 2% cents. Manilas and 
Fibres will probably be advanced again as a result of last week’s 
meeting of the manufacturers. The various grades of Writings 
are in good demand. Book papers ure moving well and prices 
are scheduled for another advance not later than February 1. 
Jute and Rope papers show a steady consumption and prices are 
holding pretty firm. Side Runs are still scarce. Tissue papers 
are very much improved and a general advance in prices is looked 
for about January 1. All grades of boards are in active demand 
and prices will continue as at present until March of next year.

Massachusetts Manufacturers Want Better R. R. Service. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Hotyoke, Mass., December 17, 1906.—A petition has been in 
circulation among the manufacturers of central and northern 
Berkshire the past week, asking the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford Railroad Company to extend its tracks from Pittsfield 
to North Adams. The intent of the petition is that the road shall 
run through Adams and other manufacturing towns in the vicin- 
ity, and give competition in freight and passenger traffic with the 
Boston & Albany Railroad, which owns a branch line into North 
Adams from Pittsfield. The latter road at the present time must 
of necessity do all the carrying for the towns south of North 
Adams, although North Adams is served by the Boston & 
Maine system also. It is stated that the petition, which is ad- 
dressed to the president of the New Haven system, is an opening 
wedge for this road to get a line through western Massachusetts 
and Vermont into Canada in competition with the New York 
Central and Boston & Maine systems. This conjectuse looks 
plausible, as the road has good connections from Pittsfield to 
New York city, and, of course, to all its other branches and lines. 
The New Haven road has been reaching the White Mountains 
and Canada over the Boston & Maine Railroad through Spring- 
field, Mass., and some fast trains are run over this route during 
the summer. It is said to be the aim of the road to enter Canada, 
thus increasing its prestige and at the same time tapping some 
territory that is now unoccupied. There has been a good deal 
of complaint lately among manufacturers served solely by the 
Boston & Albany Railroad of the poor service, especially in the 
moving of local trains. It is stated that the New Haven road 
has been informed of the movement at Pittsfield and has as yet 
shown no opposition thereto.
